Mack Should Resign 


Now that Richard A. Mack has had his op- 
portunity to state his side of the case in the 
Federal Communications Commission inves- 
tigation one conclusion is inescapable. The 
sooner Commissioner Mack resigns the bet- 
ter it will be for all concerned. His useful- 
ness as one of seven members of this im- 
portant independent regulatory agency is at 
an end. 

Commissioner Mack may think he cleared 
himself, but his sworn testimony only proved 
a relationship with the industry he is sup- 
posed to help regulate that disqualifies him. 
He seemingly does not know what it means 
to be an impartial referee. 

Consider Commissioner Mack’s own words 
under oath. He says he has taken both 
money and stock from lawyer Thurman A. 
Whiteside of, Miami over a long period, in- 
cluding the time since Mack become a mem- 
ber of the FCC at a salary of $20,000 a year. 

. > > 

Stock was in two companies, one of which 
handled the insurance for Miami’s Public 
Service Television, Inc., which the FCC 
awarded a lucrative channel on a 4 to 2 vote 
that overruled its own examiner. The vote 
of Commissioner Mack was required to grant 
the television channel to the company with 
which Whiteside did business. 

Commissioner Mack held this stock and he 
did not. Nothing ever was passed to him. He 
paid nothing for it. So far as he knew he was 
never listed on the books of the insurance 
company as an owner of the stock. As for the 
loans, $2600 of which have been since Mack 
went on the FCC, the Federal Communica- 
tions Commissioner has no record of them 
either. He says he always relied on White- 
side to keep track of their financial dealings. 

The Commissioner told the House investi- 
gating subcommittee that Whiteside never at- 
tempted to influence him as a Federal Com- 
munications Commissioner or before that as 
a member of the Florida Railroad and Public 
Utilities Commission. Nor was Commission- 
er Mack ever swayed in his official judgment 
by anything Whiteside did for him. So Rich- 
ard A. Mack says. But does he really be- 
lieve he is a free man?

When the House investigation brought out 
that the insurance company in question had 
written insurance for the television company 
whose application Mack voted to support, 
Mack wrote Whiteside “‘to take all necessary 
steps to terminate my interest.” 

That should have been simple if it was 
true that no stock had passed to Commission- 
er Mack and any ownership seemed to exist 
only in the lawyer's mind. 


Attorney General Rogers said a few days 
ago that the F.B.I. would look intd the Mack 
record. The Department of Justice ought to 
be looking into the records of both Com- 
missioner Mack and his lawyer friend. The 
United States criminal code has sections 
which deal with “influencing or injuring 
witnesses before- agencies.” 

Meantime President Eisenhower ought to 
get out the Mack file and find out just how 
he was persuaded to appoint a man with the 
vulnerable background of this one. And the 
Senate ought to ask itself why it did not learn 
more when it considered the Mack appoint- 
ment prior to confirmation. 

For both the President and the Senate will 
have their work to do all over again—as soon 
as Richard A. Mack gets off the FCC. 


For the People to Know 


President Eisenhower's press conference 
remark that an “understanding” exists be- 
tween him and Vice President Nixon with re- 
spect to possible presidential disability has 
touched off demands in Congress by both 
Republicans and Democrats that the details 
be made public. It could not have been other- 
wise in a matter of such importance to the 
country. 

The state of the law governing the presi- 
dency being what it is, the understanding 
could hardly be more than that if Mr. Eisen- 
hower becomes incapacitated he would re- 
sign and Mr. Nixon would move up from the 
vice presidency. As things stand, there is 
no way for the President to cease to be Presi- 
dent temporarily, the Vice President stepping 
into his shoes, and then later get the office 
back upon recovery of his health. 

That is precisely why Congress ought to 
pass a law providing for such an emergency 
and the interim conduct of the office by the 
Vice President. At his press conference, Mr. 
Fisenhower seemed to favor a constitutional 
amendment instead of a law. Since an amend- 
ment would not be effective for two years or 
more, and since statutory action may well 
be constitutionally adequate, the first at- 
tempt ought to be made by the route of a 
simple law. 

Meantime the President would do well to 
explain just what he and Mr. Nixon have 
agreed to. This is a matter about which the 
people have a right to know,

What Detroit Left Behind 


The remarkable growth of foreign car sales. 


plus the slump in Detroit, has led to a review 
of the small car business by American auto 
makers and, so far, no final decision. 

This year the United States may import 
300,000 small foreign cars. That is close to 5 
per cent of the total market, which is not 
much. But such imports would be 15 times 
the 1950 figure, so'the import trend is up- 
ward, while Detroit's own trend is downward. 

Both General Motors and Ford have found 
a temporary answer, in importing smaller 
cars which they build in Europe. This is in 
the nature of a market test. Before any big 
\merican auto maker concentrates on a real- 
ly small car, three problems must be solved. 

One is whether it is cheaper to build small 
cars in Europe for import than to build them 
here. Production costs abroad are definitely 
cheaper. The second problem is tooling up 
for small car production, and tooling for a 
new model might cost 200 millions, Detroit 
says. Finally, do the American people really 
want a small car in quantity? 

In part because of their own expanding de- 
Sires, and in part because their desires were 
expanded by hard-sell advertising, Americans 
have grown accustomed to Fords, Chevrolets 
and Plymouths that are almost as large and 
cost almost as much as Lincolns, Buicks and 
Chryslers once did. This is hard on parking 
as well as the pocketbook, and right now it is 
hard on sales, but there it is. 

Fortune magazine says Detroit's trouble is 
that it got out of the business of providing 


basic transportation and does not know how 

to get back in. Economic trends may force 

a decision one way or the other. Meanwhile, 

the customer who wants his transportation in 

the small, economy-size package can get it—

Unemployed and Unaided 


Missouri needs to translate its unemploy- 
ment relief statistics into human terms. If it 
does, the state will be shocked by what it 
finds. 

The St. Louis area provides an example. 
There are nearly 65,000 unemployed here. 
About half of these are not eligible for unem- 
ployment compensation—and most of these 
are not eligible for any other kind of relief. 

Federal law says that firms employing four 
or fewer persons need not take part in the 
unemployment insurance program. That is 
why so many jobless persons get no compen- 
sation. State law says that direct relief pay- 
ments,.financed by the state, cannot be made 
to “employable” persons.. That is why many 
of our unemployed cannot get public help 
of any kind. When savings and credit run 
out, what is the unemployed head of a family 
to do? 

Missouri's attitude is inexcusable. A re- 
cent survey of 29 urban areas showed that 
outside Missouri, only the Houston, Dallas, 
Memphis and New Orleans urban areas re- 
fused public help to the employable unem- 
ployed. An earlier study showed that Mis- 
sourls average per capita expenditure for 
direct relief was 59 cents, while the national 
average was $1.36. Missouri ranks thirty- 
third among the states in relief payments on 
a per capita basis, but ranks eighteenth in 
per capita income. 

Since Missouri is trying to live within a 
rigid one-year budget while searching for 
increased revenue, welfare officials do not 
intend to ask the Legislature until next year 
to end the bar against aid to employable citi- 
zens. But if the slump continues, the need 
for human assistance and a more humane 
relief law will grow with it. 


The Terminal’s Clear Acceptance 


Can there be anything more clear than the 
“memorandum of agreement” on relocation 
of the riverfront railroad tracks which ap- 
pears in full on this page today? It spe- 
cifically declares: 

“The parties agree that the revised plan 
for the relocation of the elevated tracks con- 
Stitutes a track relocation plan which is 
practicable from a railroad operational stand- 
point and which, at the same time, meets the 
esthetic requirements of the proponents of 
the Jefferson National Expansion Memorial.” 


Armstrong Chinn, president of the Termi- 
nal, as well as the other signatories, had from 
Oct. 2 to Nov. 29 to study the revised plan— 
two months. In fact, the railroads have had 
such a plan in mind for years. In view of 
this, can there be any good reason for now 
proposing an unsatisfactory alternative? 

The agreement of Nov. 29 does not obli- 
gate the parties “to perform or undertake 
any of the work.” A reading of the agree- 
ment makes it clear that this was intended 
to protect the signatories until a further 
agreement was reached as to allocation of 
the costs. It is utterly illogical to accept 
these words as repudiating in any way the 
clearly stated acceptance of the plan by all 
concerned. 

The Terminal and the Missouri Pacific 
agreed, in the memorandum’s words, “upon 
the revised plan for the relocation of the 
elevated tracks and the cost estimate thereof.” 


There is only one reasonable conclusion 
to be drawn from the Terminal’s belated new 
plan. The Terminal is breaking its word. 
The Terminal again is showing itself indif- 
ferent to the welfare of St. Louis. The Ter- 
minal, although it has no vestige of owner- 
ship of the riverfront right of way, is frus- 
trating the plans of the city and of the na- 
tion. It cannot get away with that. 


Not Khrushchev 


It was just another slip. Such is the im- 
pression President Eisenhower creates of his 
suggestion for visits to this country by Soviet 
“leaders of thought and influential citizens.” 

Owing to the fact that in Russia the most 
influential citizens are members of the presid- 
lum of the Communist party, the President's 
words, in his latest letter to Premier Bulganin, 
were widely taken to mean that he might be 
thinking of inviting Party Secretary Khrush- 
chev and other governmental officials to the 
United States. 

Not so. Just as the President last summer 
quickly withdrew what Moscow took to be an 
invitation for a visit by Marshal Zhukov, so 
now he hastens to revise his recent remarks. 
In his foreign aid speech this week, he re- 
ferred to visits by non-governmental Soviet 
leaders. He had not said “non-governmental” 
in the first place. 

Just what, many Americans will wonder, is 
the objection to a visit by an important gov- 
ernmental personage from Russia? Is the 
President—or rather Secretary Dulles—afraid 
that Khrushchev or Bulganin or Mikoyan 
might make a favorable impression? This 
seems to be the most likely explanation. Prob- 
ably Mr. Dulles resents the idea of providing 
a platform for Khrushchev’s propaganda right 
here at home. 

True, Khrushchev spouts a lot of self-serv- 
ing guff. But does it not imply lack of con- 
fidence in the American people to bar them 
from the opportunity to see and hear him for 
themselves? Cannot Americans be trusted 
to winnow the nonsense from the sense, if 


any, and to reach their own judgment about 
Khrushchev? 


A Vista of Mill Creek 


The Mill Creek Valley redevelopment plan 
is not based on “barracks-like uniformity,” 
James H. Scheuer of City and Suburban 
Homes Co. explained not long ago. He said 
his plan would use fountains statuary, pools 
and even graceful street lights as part of 
landscaping for varied architecture. “I’m not 
an esthete or philanthropist,” Mr. Scheuer 
said, noting that beauty pays off in sustained 
rental values. This is something to remem- 
ber for the aldermanic hearing on the Mill 
Creek project scheduled for March 17. What 
will the hearing hear? We think it will hear 
a public demand for action to replace slums 
with the kind of beauty that pays in more 
ways than one.

What the Railroads Agreed To 


Text of Their ‘Understanding’ With City and U.S. on Riverfront Memorial Plan 


Here is the text (excluding de 
tailed cost figures) of the memo 
randum of understanding signed by 
railroad, city and Park Service of- 
ficials last Nov. 29, which at the 
time was generally supposed to reg- 
ister agreement on a revised Saar- 
inen plan for the riverfront me- 
mortal. Last week the railroads, in- 
stead of offering a proposal for allo 
cation of costs as expected, indicated 
that they are studying a new plan 
for track relocation which calls for 
placing all tracks at surface level in- 
stead of in a tunnel and open cut. 


On Oct. 2, 1957, Mr. Eero Saarinen 
submitted to the parties in interest a 
revised design for the Jefferson Na- 
tional Expansion Memorial project 
in the City of St. Louis, Mo. This 
revised design included, among other 
things, a revised plan for the reloca- 
tion of the elevated railroad tracks 
which are located on the levee adja- 
cent to the historic site area. 


The revised plan for the reloca- 
tion of the elevated tracks, as mod- 
ified by the parties following a num- 
ber of conferences, contemplates 
that the present elevated structure 
will be removed and the two tracks 
now located on it will be relocated 
to the west and placed partially in 
open cut or on fill and partially in 
tunnel. It is estimated that the re- 


The Heavy Wind of February From The New } 


February winds have a bite, and 
no doubt about it. And that bite is 
more than a matter of temperature, 
though the temperature does give it 
authority. The winds of winter not 
only blow stronger; they have more 
weight, literally, than those of any 
other season. 


The reason for this is that winters 
cold air is more dense and there 
is more of it to the square foot.

The parties further agree that the 
cost estimate of $5,053,000 represents 
their best estimate, as of the date 
hereof, of the cost of relocating the 
elevated tracks.

The first publication ‘in 1915) of 
Lee's dispatches to Jefferson Davis, 
superbly edited by Douglas Southall 
Freeman, was important on two 
counts: it marked the discovery of 
new and highly significant Lee ma- 
terial and also the emergence of a 
highly talented Confederate histor- 
ian. 


Unfortunately, the limited edition 
soon became a rare book and a 
new printing has long been needed. 
Mr. McWhiney is to be congratu- 
lated for making these dispatches 
available and for adding several 
new ones to the original collection. 


The dispatches have been a ma- 
jor Confederate source since they 
appeared. Freeman used them in his 
monumental biography of Lee, a 
work which confirmed the feeling 
that Marse Robert rose above the 
Confederate cause, above the Civil 
War itself. A military genius he was, 


as his achievements with so few 
against so many proved, but he was 
also a great man, a great American, 


There is something continually ap- 
pealing about Lee. His field oper- 
ations are, of course, exciting and 
remain models of daring and re- 
sourceful strategy and tactics. But 
the man himself bis 
is fascinating. No tenes 
dashing Jeb Stu- ff. \ 
art or enigmatic . 
Stonewall Jack- 
son, he does not 
capture the imag- 
ination as a reck- 
less raider or re- 
lentless personal 
leader, but rather 
as one who did his 
job quietly, stead- 
fastly, honorably. 
And’ when, in the end, the general 
failed he refused himself the luxury 
of bitterriess and worked for a New 
South. 


Lee's dispatches to the Confed- 
erate President are valuable mili- 
tary sources and will continue to be 
indispensable to Civil War students, 
but. more important than that, they 
form a moving human source. Re-

It is understood and agreed that 
the purpose of this Memorandum of 
Understanding is merely to evidence 
the agreement of the parties upon 
the revised plan for the relocation 
of the elevated tracks and the cost 
estimate thereof, and it is under- 
stood that nothing herein contained 
shall be construed as obligating any 
of the parties hereto to incur any 
cost or expense, or perform or 
undertake any of the work involved 
in carrying out said relocation plan.

Equally illuminating are those re- 
strained, candid, poignant dispatches 
from the grim siege lines at Peters- 
burg in the winter of 1864-1865. 


Reminiscent of Washington's Val- 
ley Forge communications, these 
plead for the bare necessities for his 
dwindling followers, and patiently 
explain the dire need for men to 
fill the gaps left by attrition. Never 
in any of these does Lee show ir- 
ritation or pettiness, nor does he al- 
low himself any false hope. By late 
1864 he clearly knew what the end 
would be, but never voiced a thought 
of quitting. 


If you cannot read anything else 
on Lee, read his own words in these 
dispatches to his trusted chief. The 
Satisfaction will be worth the small 
investment of time.

All these are routine jobs, 
yet they must be taken care of before we left 
home, 


As always, Matt Jarvis will manage Possum Trot while 
we are away. But also as always, it is never hard to recruit 
extra help in Bellview Valley when we need it. So after 
we had made arrangements with Dr. Sheets, our veteri- 
narian, to be on hand bright and early on Tuesday morn- 
ing, we called neighbors Jay McColl and Ern and Roy 
Stricklin, who said they would be glad to come lend us 
a hand. 


FORTUNATELY THE DAY dawned still and clear, so 
that it didn’t seem too cold despite the six-degree tem- 
perature. And long before the others arrived, Ginnie and 
Matt and I had fastened the young bulls in the lower lot, 
after which we took a load of hay on the tractor cart and

Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


WE DON’T KNOW exactly 
who it was who invented the 
double hung window, but we 
suspect it was a@ man or woman 
who just got sick and tired of 
trying to close old fashion case- 
ment windows. 

Casement windows can be 
something of a problem for 
unless the wood they are made 
of has been treated with a wood 
preservative it has a tendency 
to shrink when it’s dry, swell 
when it’s damp and warp just 
for no reason at all. 

Good quality wood casement 
windows don’t give you much 
trouble but older units do act 
up quite a good deal. 

When a unit warps it’s al- 
most impossible to get it to 
close properly. If it has an 
adjuster at the bottom, the bot. 
tom edge of the unit will close 
it tight but the top won't, In- 
stalling an additional hinge 
helps some, but what you'll 
probably have to do is instal’ 
a catch at the top so that the 
upper portion of the sash can 
be pulled tightly closed and 
latched. If it’s not latched it 
will pull out again. 

In many cases the sash can't 
be closed all the way because 
it has expanded slightly due 
to moisture. Coating the sur- 
faces that must come together 
with wax or paraffin that acts 
as a lubricant will help consid- 
erably. Shaving off some of 
the wood should be avoided 
when possible because when 
the sash dries out it will shrink 
and you'll have a poor fit. 

You can help avoid trouble 
of this sort if you make sure 
that the entire sash is always 
well coated with paint and that 
the putty around the glass is 
free from cracks and coated 
with paint. 


Never apply varnish directly 
over a penetrating stain for 
the stain will bleed into the 
varnish. If you wish a varnish 
finish, first apply a coat of 
shellac to act as a seal and then 
apply the varnish.

A Really Good Courtroom Mystery 


DIRECTOR-WRITER Billy Wilder has done a bang-up 
job of transferring to the screen Agatha Christie's hit 
courtroom melodrama, “WITNESS FOR THE PROSECU- 
TION.” The picture, at the ORPHEUM THEATER. is one 
of the most entertaining of the year and 
deserves its Academy Award nomination. 
It has adroit courtroom maneuvering and

There is an en- 
suspenseful mystery as a 
accused of murdering a 
wealthy widow, and on trial for his life,

Mr. Wilder has cleverly fattened the role of Charles 
Laughton as Sir Wilfrid Robarts, the brilliant barrister who 
defends the young man, into a succulent thing and allowed 
Mr. Laughton his head, so he can ham gloriously in the 
part. Sir Wilfrid, a sly old devil. baits his fussy nurse (Elsa 
Lanchester) quite shamelessly as he insists on conducting 
the defense in spite of a bad heart condition. He has a 
Churchillian gusto under his cantankerous demeanor and 
craftily sneaks periodic drinks of brandy during the trial 
under the very eyes of the nurse by nipping the “hot choc- 
olate” thermos container. One of the comic elements of 
suspense is whether the paunchy, wheezing. 
ing old rogue is going to last out the trial. Mr. Laughton 
revels in the role. His is a fascinating florid style, and he 
gets a marvelous amount of juicy humor out of it. (Both he 
and Miss Lanchester, his wife, received Academy Award 
nominations.) 

Tyrone Power plays the bewildered defendant, who 
constantly interrupts the trial with angry outbursts, and is 
convincing indeed as an unlucky fellow who is dazed by 
the blows of circumstance. Marlene Dietrich is excellent as 
the malignant wife, a German woman whom the defendant 
married while on occupation duty in Germany after World 
War II. She is a fiery virago as she hurls her spiteful accu- 
sations into her shocked husband's teeth. Una O'Connor 
does a first-rate bit as a vinegarish little housekeeper who

AN INDIAN who leaves the reservation and comes to a 


strange city to live has many problems but perhaps the greatest 
one is, what Allen Tahchawwickah describes as “getting lone-

some for- more Indians. 


It is this problem as much as the basic needs of housing, 
employment, and education which led St. Loulsans to form a 


group to help the 375 Indians who have come here during the 


last year and a half. 


Using the United Fund 
agency, Kingdom House, as 
their base, representatives of 
religious, social and civie or- 
ganizations have a working 


committee, which, without. fan- 


fare, is helping Indian integra- 
tion into the community. And 
to help overcome that feeling 


of lonesomeness, they are en- 
couraging the All-American 
Indian Club, which meets sev-

“We're hoping

sruce H. Ecker, 
rector of the St. Louis office, 
reports that only 10 Indians 
are in need of jobs at present. 
For the most part he has had 
good results finding jobs for 
Indians. The majority are un- 
skilled and many do not have 
even the minimum educational 
requirements to attend trade 
school. But many-have been 
placed in automotive and other 
heavy industries and many oth- 
ers in hospital work.

“WE TRY to provide finan- 
cial assistance, job placement, 
counseling and housing,” said 
Coffee. “We also help families 
with their first shopping to 
see that they get the most for 
their money.”

on the reservation. On the 
other hand, the attitude of 
many others is, “We don’t want 
a handout.” 


“One thing we've learned Is 
that the Indian is a proud per- 
son, reticent to ask for favors,” 
Koeppe related. “For instance, 
Allen and his wife made out all 
the cards to their club meet- 
ings by hand until it occurred 
to us to offer them the use of 
our mimeograph machine. An- 
other couple stayed in their 
apartment three days because 
it was raining. The only way 
they could find directions was 
to look at the sun and they 
didn’t want to ask anyone for 
help.” 

The social club came into 
being after the Tahchawwick- 
ahs had told Mrs. Eudora Reed, 
Coffee’s predecessor at the 
bureau office, about a club at 
one of the Indian schools. Mrs. 
Reed expressed the belief that 
such a club would help new- 
comers. Families living in the 
same apartment building with 
the Tahchawwickahs formed 
the nucleus of the club.
